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The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  present  a  bibliography 
which  idll  guide  policy  makers  and  recsarchers  to  literature 
containing  infomation  conductive  to  understanding  how  social 
structures  can  foster  development.     This  purpose  is  much 
broader  than  the  original  intention  of  compiling  a  bibliography 
related  only  to  the  delivery  of  services  in  nonmetropolitan 
areas . 

lecent  concern  viith  ecology,  social  indicators,  and  the 
quality  of  life  underscores  the  point  that  the  private  pursuit 
of  economic  goals  is  not  necessarily  in  the  public  interest. 
For  the  purpose  of  tiiis  report,  development  is  defined  as  a 
decision-mald.ng  process  characterized  by  resoTirce  utilization 
which  benefits  the  public  interest  as  well  as  private  economic 
interests.     The  simultaneous  occurrence  of  development  and 
economic  groirth  is  likely  to  be  a  consequence  of  the  efforts 
of  social  structures  to  undertake  planned  social  change, 
defined  as  social  change  X\Fhich  resxilts  frcm  a  conscious,  de- 
liberate, or  purposive  process  directed  toward  attaining  a 
particiolar  goal. 

Unfortunately,  many  individuals  have  not  yet  learned 
hoxiT  to  work  through  social  structures  in  order  to  attempt  to 
affect  a  particular  planned  social  change.  For  these  indi- 
viduals and  others,  associations  Tdth  groups,  organizations, 
clubs,  or  other  identifiable  social  structures  is  not  always 
pleasant  or  meaningful.  Nevertheless,  social  structures  can 
enable  individuals  or  communities  to  attain  goals  wliich  they 
otheri'jise  could  not  attain. 

The  present  bibliography  includes  entries  which  are 
related  to  any  of  the  topical  areas  listed  in  the  TiiBL^  OF 
COWTSUTS  and  which  were  identified  in  a  careful  reading  of  a 
variety  of  social  science  journals  published  betvjeen  I960  and

Certain  topics  are  not  given  separate  headings,   but  are 
found  grouped  under  broader  main  categories.     Thus,   the

on  cities,  local  pouer  structures,  local  planning,    and  local 
programs.     The  "Povertj"-,   Status  Attainment,   and  Kobility" 
section  (Section  I)  includes  a  focus  on  decision-maldng.     The 
"Social  Indicators"  section  (Section  N)  incorporates  a  concern 
mth  the  quelity  of  life.     The  "Social  Organization"   section 
(Section  O)  includes  a  focvis  on  social  problems.
